The ecclesiastical kings and princes, 
and their retinues of clergy and faith- 
ful adherents, will be gathered in solid 
phalanx —Protestant and Catholic.

Senator Rayner’s illness covered a 
period of nearly five years. Compli- 
cations began about six weeks ago, 
and his serious illness dates from that 
time. He attempted to enter actively 
into the Democratic campaign and 
met Bourke Cockran in joint debate 
ai Baltimore late in September. The 
effort exhausted him and he became 
seriously ill immediately afterward. 
He was one of the men William J. 
Bryan suggested as suitable candi- 
dates for the presidential nomination. 

Senator Rayner was one of the 
striking figures of the senate. He 
had been a member of that body for 
almost eight years, and was one of 
its strongest debaters and a recog- 
nized authority on matters of con- 
stitutional law. Before he entered 
ccngress he had attained a national 
reputation because of his vigorous 
cenduct of the late Admiral Schley’s 
case before the naval court of inquiry 
that investigated the action of Ameri- 
can Officers in the battle with Admiral 
Cevera’s Spanish fleet. 

Mr. Rayner was a native of Balti- 
more and was 62 vears old. He was 
a member of the Maryland legisla- 
ture when 28 years old and served 
three terms in the national hourse of 
representatives in the period from 
1886 to 1892. He was elected to the 
United States senate in 1904, after 
having served a four years’ term as 
attorney general of Maryland. 

As a member of the committees on 
foreign relations and the judiciary 
Rayner devoted especial attention 
during the last two years to Ameri- 
ca’s foreign problems and constitu- 
tional and legal questions. He was a 
strong advocate of the abrogation of 
the treaty with Russia because of that 
country’s discrimination against pass- 
ports held by American Jews and ex- 
ercised a marked influence in getting 
the senate to indorse that action. 

The death of Raynor changes the 
political complexion of the next sen- 
ate and swings it from Democratic 
control to a tie. With his vote the 
Democrats had 49, or one more than a 
majerity. As the present governor 
ot Maryland, Lee Goldsborough, is a 
Republican, the new Maryland ap- 
peintee will probably be of that politi- 
cal faith until the legislature meets in 
January, 1914. This will give each 


| party in the senate 48 votes. 


According to Senator Curtis of Kan- 
sas the tie threatened in the senate 
by Rayner’s death may be broken by 
the election of one and possibly two 


Democratic senators from Illinois and | 
| a Democratic senator from Tennessee,

In Tennessee, where _ sectional 
strife among the parties threatened 


the election of a Republican, Rayner’s 
death, Curtis suggested, would prob- 
ably. result in peace among the Demo- 
crats and the selection of a Demo- 
cratic senator acceptable to both 
party factions.

BULLY SERVIA 


Austria Said to Be Backed by 
Germany and Italy 


BRAWFISH AGT BY ENGLAND 


Follows Russia In Refusing Support 
to Balkan Allies—Selfish Action 
Means Servia’s Economic Strangu- 
lation—Reason For Servia’s Per- 
sisting In Holding What She Won 


London, Nov. 27.—Great Britain, 
it is said, has informed the powers 
that she has no interest in Servia’s 
demand for a seaport on the Adriatic. 
Thus one by one self-interest has 
robbed the Balkan confederacy of ex- 
pected supporters. First Russia and 
now England. 

Only a few days ago the British 
premier made a formal statement that 
the victors were not to be robbed of 
the fruits of war and that so far as the 
influence of the British government 
went the British government would 
deprecate the raising and pressing of 
isolated questions. 

But the triple alliance bristles, 
points to what it wants, and British 
“influence” is put back into its hole. 
Austria, backed by Germany and 
Italy, is to be permitted to bully 
Servia out of its fruit of victory if it 
can. 


Servia is generally condemned for 
her “obstinate advance” and “ex- 
travagant ambitions.” These ambi- 
tions are rights in the territory she 
bas conquered from a ruthless foe 
that for centuries has oppressed its 
peoples; right to economic freedom, 
which Austria has denied her; right 
to her own. Opposing her exercise 
of the right is Austria, who sees in 
a strong Balkan state in Macedonia | 
and Albania an obstacle to her seiz- 
ure of Salonica and is crouching on 
the outer edge of a blood-soaked bat- 
tlefield, hoping to take advantage and 
strike a death blow to its exhausted 
victor. 

Servia is hemmed in on all sides by 
other nations; she has no outlet of 
her own in any direction. Her neigh- 
bors imposed such duties upon her 


products as practically to regulate her 
export trade. And advancement un- 
der such conditions was impossible. 
The people being unable to sell their 
products to an advantage, incentive 
to labor was removed and industries 
were paralyzed. 

The natural outlet is 
across Hungary and Austria. 
Austria takes advantage of their help- 
lessness and imposes’ such _ heavy | 
duties and charges that all their 
profits are used up before their stock 
bas reached a market.

Andover’s Oldest Citizen Passes 
Away Sunday at the Age of 
Ninety-six Years 


Rounding up a long and useful life, 
which had reached to the century 
mark, respected and venerated by all, 
penjamin Franklin Wardwell, <An- 
dover’s oldest resident, and Phillips 
Academy’s oldest graduate, passed 
away on Sunday evening, November 
24, 1912, at his home at 42 Summer 


street. He had attained the age of 
96 years, seven months, and seven 
days. 


Although for several years past he 
had been visibly failing, still he re- 
tained his general health to a remark- 
able degree, and despite his advancing 
age, dia not lose his interest and en- 
joyment in the life of the town and i 
the activity going on about him. Al- 
ways an industrious and energetic 
worker, the habits formed through 
youth and early manhood did not de- 
sert him and he was often to be seen 
engaged in little tasks about his place 
long atter he had reached the age 
where work of any kind 1s generally 
an impossibility.

Born in Andover, on April 17, 1816, 
the son of Daniel and Lydia Ward- 
well, in the same part of the town in 
which his present home stands, Mr. 
Wardwell’s entire life has been spent 
in his native town. His education was 
received in the town schools and at 
Phillips Academy. Shortly after his 
graduation he began his work as a 
carpenter, a trade which he followed 
for many years. 

In 1843 he married Miss Hannah 
Wells ot Salisbury, and for fifty-six 
years they lived a happy married life 
in their Summer street home, then a 
newly built house. There six children 
were born to them, there their silver 
and golden wedding anniversaries 
were celebrated and there the wife 
and mother died about 13 years ago. 

Mr. Wardwell’s life has been the 
quiet, useful, happy and - consistent 
life of the typical New Englander. 
Zealous for the promotion of the 
best interests of the town and state, 
identihed with church activities, a 
home-loving, law-abiding citizen, he 
won and maintained the respect of 
all who came in contact with him. 

His last years were made happy 
and enjoyable by the tender care of 
his children, more especially that of 


his daughter Delia, with whom he 
made his home.

to the eye, the trees and shrubs are 
sparkling with fresh rain-drops, and 
over the whole scene the parting rays 
of sunlight linger with a_ yellow 
gleam, as if reluctant to pass entirely 
away. Then come the varying tints 
of twilight. ‘fading, still fading,’ till 
the stars are out in their beauty, and 
a cloudless night reigns, with its si- 
lence. shadows and repose. In_ the 
summer Andover combines almost 
everything to charm and elevate the 
feelings of the student. In winter, 
the northwestern blasts, that sweep 
from the snow-banks on the Grand 
Monadnock, make the invalid, at least, 
sigh for a more congenial climate.”
